You can have the water filtered if you like, so 
it’s just like bathing in drinking water. If near 
the shore, salt water can be used. Which, by the 
way is being done a lot. 
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It savors a bit more of the old swimming hole 
to have your plunge off somewhere on your 
grounds. But the tendency seems towards having 
them as near by as possible. In fact, an increas- 
ing number prefer to have them a part of the 
residence. 


Aside from the health giving cheetiness of water- 
frolicking under one of our sun flooded glass- 
overs, it makes possible having plants and ferns 
about, which certainly does add much.

Making Your Plunge 


A Separate Affair 
Located Handy “By 


UTWARDLY they can well be quite 

like a greenhouse in appearance. In fact, 
there’s no reason at all why you can’t use one 
of our regular standard width houses and save 
considerable by it. 
Take this one above, it’s 18 feet wide and 
50 long. The Plunge itself is three feet below 
the outside ground. What would be the work- 
room in a greenhouse, is just the thing for 


dressing rooms and lounge. 

Of course, you can locate such a layout about 
where you choose, and it will be decidedly 
good looking. Our standard widths are 18, 
25 and 30 feet. In lengths, any you prefer 
from 33 feet up. Anything shorter would 
scarcely give you sufficient size for a real 
Plunge. It would be just a sort of glorified 
bath tub. 


This one of T. W. Rogan at Catonsville, Maryland, is one of our standard green- 
houses adapted for a Plunge Glass-Over. 


It’s 30 feet wide and 75 feet long, and located “handy by, down in the garden,” so 
to speak. 


This pool built for Mr. Louis Swift at Lake Forest, Illinois, is just a stone’s toss from 


the residence. It has a graduated depth making it practical alike for grown-ups and 
children. 


ND why not, you who already 

have your outdoor pool? Why 
not glass it over, and make it an all 
year around Plunge ? 


Take this oneshown inthe sketch above. 


It’s located in Cleveland. You see from 
the plan we have suggested at the right, 
how simple it would be to cover the 
pool and connect it to the present 
greenhouse with a glass passage.

G. B. Smith, of Larchmont, N. Y., glassed over his outdoor pool with this one of 
special design. It’s about 30 feet wide and 50 feet long. 
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Salt water is taken from the sound and filtered for the pool. That break in the plant 
table is for a sun-basking couch, placed opposite panes of Ultra-Violet Ray trans- 
mitting glass.
